Bdmonton honey was for sale on 
@aturday in the city market by, Geo- 
Tee Pendick, resident about four milos 
south-east of Leduc. Mr. Bendick 
has six swarms of bees which this 
e@eason yielded him 460 mounds of 
strained honey. The summer was an 
excellent one for honey gathering but 
not for increase of swarms, Mr. Ben- 
dick's bees did not swarm this year. 
Neighbors who kept bees had much 
the same experience. Mr. Bend!:zk 
purchased two hives in 1920, In 1921 
these two gave him two swarms each 
so that he entered the winter of 1921-2 
with aix swarms. During the two 
winters that he has kept bees Mr. 
Bendick has not lost any. They are 
wintered outaide. The hive js placed 
within a box large enough wW allow 
@ four to six inch space between the 
walls of the hive and the covering 
box. This space is filled with shav- 
ings pressed in fairly tight, but with 
an opening left at the entrance to) 
the hive. In very cold weather a rug | 
or blanket is placed over the box, this 
in taken off when the weather mod-r- 
ates. 

John Grigert who lives some two 
miles from (Mr. Bendick has 60 hives 
which ylelded him 2,600 pounds of 
honey this year. H's stock was In- 
oreased by six swarms this year and | 
he lost three last winter. He started | 
his apiary with two swarms seve‘! 
years ago. Ho has wintered his bees| 
under varying conditions. Last win 
ter they were kept in the upper part 
of his house, this winter he will keep 
them in a shed or outbuilding erected 
for the purpose. 

William ‘Wright who lives eix miles | 
beyond Bendick has two hives which | 
he purchased last year, he wintervd 
them eafely and they did not swarm 
this year. 

Mr. Bendick had ten five 
half pound giass jars of strained hon- 
ey, and sold out at $2.00 a jar

The Horrors of Pacifism. 

What has occurred in Europe 
jn the last ten days shows how 
easy it js to avoid war. A fort- 
night ago a crisis occurred, s0 
serious that the British Govern- 
ment sounded the Governments 
of the overseas Dominions as to 
whether they (would back the old 
lands if it came to a fight with 
the Turks and their allies, known 
and unknown. To all appear- 
ances the danger | of conflict is 
over. It has been removed by 
the simple expedient of removing 
the cause for it. Kemal was ask- 
ed jwhat it was that he really 
wanted. He demanded Thrace. 
The Allies promptly said he could 
have it. Britain stipulated only 
that the Dardanelles should be an 
international waterway, and | to 
that Kemal has never declared 
liostility. Ifa clash should occur 
now it would have to come as a 
kind | of accidental occurrence. 
There is no reason left why there 
should be a fight, for there is 
nothing left to fight about. 

War can always be avoided in 
that way. It takes two parties 
tomakeawar, Ifthe party that 
§s attacked or threatened submits 
to the demands fof the aggressor 
without fighting, wer cannot oe- 
cur. Wars of the past were that 
sense needless. They might 
never have ‘heen fought. ' Had the 
aggressor always been given his 
way there would have been no 
battles. Of course, in that case, 
neither could there ever have been 
any such thing as we call civiliza- 
tion. But unquestionably war 
could have been avoided every 
time it threatened, and can be. All 
that has to be done when war 
looms into view is what has*been 
done in the Levant—allow \the ag- 
gressor to have his way. There 
cannot be any war when that is 
done. 

Kemal is not the victor in this 
bloodless struggle. He will col- 
lect the spoils. But the victor is 
the pacifist—in England, France 
and Italy. But for him the 
Turks could never have returned 
to Europe. He made it impos- 
sible for the Allied Governments 
to resist the new Molsem invasion. 
Previous to that he made it impos- 
sible for ithe Allies to back Greece | 
in Asia Minor, and to thus hold 
the Turks helpless and harmless in 
the wilderness into’ which they 
had been driven. ‘The preacher 
of peace at any price is the most 
valued ally Kemal hes had. He 
*‘bored from within,’’ weakened 
the morale of the Allied nations, 
and forced their Governments to 
a policy of ‘concession and com- 
promise without regard to con- 
sequences. He prevented war, 
and deserves all the credit. 

With the’eredit, of course, goes 
the responsibility. What follows 
this triumph of pacifism? Will 
Thrace be governed on pacifist 
lines? Ask the refugees from 
Amyrna. The pacifist won vic- 
tory for the Turk, but it is the 
Turk (who jwill reap the reward 
and say what the results will be.

| Where crop returns are light and prices low it 

| is all the more important that harvest, threshing 

} and marketing conditions should be favorable as 
they are. While they will not. make up for crop 
shortage or low prices they will make possible 
the important savings in cost of labor and by 
keeping up the standard of grain seeking market, 
will cause the producer to net @ much larger re- 
turn than he migh get from ea_ heavier 
crop handled under unfavorable conditions 
under present favorable conditions the farmer 
knows just what he has got, and can figure ex- 
actly what it is worth to him. Grain and cattle 
prices are abnormally Jow, but hogs, dairy pro- 
ducts and poultry make a much better showing 
and help to give at least a silvery lining to the 
cloud. It is also to be remembered ‘that in many 
localities the crops, especially wheat—have been 
up to a good average in yield, while much over 
the average in quality. 

The importance of the dairy industry to cen- 
tral and northern Alberta iis seldom fully under. 
stood. With four centralized creameries opera- 
ting in Edmonton, drawing cream from every part 
of the province north of [Red Deer-—onc of the 
four the largest in Canada, and with farm butter 
selling on the market at 40 to 45 cents a pound, 
as it did on Saturday, there is a substantial re- 
venue in the hands of the farmers of the region 
centring in Edmonton regardless of wheat or beef 
prices. 

Hogs have always been f stand-by of this dis- 
trict. And while their prices are below that of 
former years, still when taken in conjunction 
with present grain (prices it ahows a fair margin 
of profit. If this was e purely wheat growing 
or a purely ranching district, the present outlook 
for merchantile business this winter would not be 
favorable. But, with the support of dairying, 
and hog raising ‘with poultry products thrown 
in, the position js much better than it otherwise 
would bbe. 

While it must be conceded that the purchasing 

‘power of the farmer during the coming winter 
will be below the high mark of ‘18 '19 or 20, on 
the other hand the merchant will find advantage 
in the fact that speculation and large investments 
generally are being cut out; so that of the cash 
return from the crop, live atock, or: dairy, a 
larger proportion than before will be used in 
ordinary merchandise account. Tiere is no 
doubt that there has been a holding back from 
purchase /by a large proportion of rural consum- 
ers in the belief that prices were too high and 
must come down. During the past two years 
there has been a wery great price deflation in 
general merchandise, and it would appear to have 
reached, or almost reached its lim it, Increases 
are being spoken of jin eastern markets rather 
than decreases. From the bank circulars recently 
issued and from the financial papers it would ap- 
pear that money fs becoming easier in tthe east, 
this together with the magnificent crop harvested 
in eastern Canada generally has tended to revive 
industry there; which means no further price cut- 
tings, for the present at least. Once the rural 
consumer becomes satisfied that prices have 
really touched the bottom he may be expected to 
purchase more freely than he has done during 
the past two years. ; 

That there is a change for the better in finan- 
cial conditions here is evidenced by the amount 
of building improvements that have been in pro- 
gress in Edmonton during this season. There have 
been no very large buildings erected on private 
account, but there have been a large number of 
small to medium residences and business build- 
ings and a very Jarge number of {mprovements 
to residences and outbuildings, indicating the ex- 
istence of real money and « willingness to spend 
it in making life in Edmonton more eatisfactory 
and enjoyable. CF tay

There are four courses 
these 300,000 consumers may itake, none of which 
lead to Edmonton. They may simply decline 
‘to buy. They may transact all their business 
with mearby dealers, in town or village. They 
may personally travel to the rival cities of Sas- 
katoon or Calgary, or they may patronize the 
Eaton or ‘Simpson mail order houses in Regina 
or Saskatoon. We of Edmonton, whatever we 
are, must not ‘‘kfd ourselves’’ into the idea that 


people ‘‘have to’’ trade in Edmonton. Nobody 
‘thas to”’ do anything in this country. 
When Edmonton was made the provincial 


capital, and when the two transcontinental rail- 
ways were constructed through it, the idea be- 
came prevalent that Edmonton was a place where 
all a man had to do was to take hold, and then 
wait for some one else to make him rich. That 
was the tidea of the boom, but the idea was a 
mistake, and the boom burst. The idea was as 
costly as it was wrong. If any of that old idea 
remains it would be well to get rid of it. Jt has 
been said that ‘‘Everything comes to him that 
waits’. That may be true if he waits long 
enough. But it is much safer to act on tho 
supplementary motto that things come a __ lot 
quicker to him who ‘‘hustles while he waite.’’ 

A city is not a cause, itis a result, The result 
of human activities applied under favoring jon- 
ditions, without favoring conditions the beat 
directed activities could not bring results. But 
the best of conditions mean nothing unless :pro- 
perly directed activities are applied. 

The years from 1916 to 1920 were years of the 
sellers market.
